He called for the creation of 
a new mind in the world, set against 
war, and dedicated to human brother- 
hood within nations and between na- 
tions. “It seems strange and incred- 
ible,” he said, “that, after all the cen- 
tufles of man’s experience with war 
we still have to discuss it and argue 
against it. It seems even more 
strange that, with all the crushing 
burdens resting upon every nation be- 
cause of wars, we still make progress 
against them at a snail’s pace.”

Intolerance and religious bigotry 
| strike at the roots of good govern- 
ment and all churches and creeds 
should unite in a common effort to 
wipe out antagonism, David I. Walsh, 
senior senator from Massachusetts 
and an outstanding Catholic. layman, 
said in an address here Sunday. 


“The Catholic church not only has 
fought bigots and intolerants who 
have attacked it, but for centuries 
has striven to eliminate from its mem- 
bership all those overzealous Cath- 
olics who would seek to discredit the 
work or well-being of any other 
church,” the senator said in speak- 
ing before the annual convention of 
the Catholic Laymen’s Association of 
Georgia at the Atlanta Biltmore 
hotel. 

“In my own study of the Catholic 
church’s war on intolerance I have 
found that as far back as the reign 
of Pope Clement XIV in the latter 
half of the eighteenth century, the 
ruling powers of the church have 
sought to,cast out bigots and relieve 
oppression against all religious sects 
and creeds.” Senator Walsh said. “All 
through the history of the church 
there has been an outspoken rule of 
tolerance for every creed, Protestant 
and Catholic.”

Move Launched To Stab- 
ilize Conditions in Cen- 
tral Europe by Cutting 
Reparations Payments. 


BY BYRON PRICE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—#)— 
Groundwork for a sweeping readjust- 
ment of German reparations and al- 
lied war debt payments to the United 
States has been laid during confer- 
ences concluded here today by Presi- 
dent Hoover and Premier Laval, of 
France. 

Germany is expected shortly to take 
the initiative by asking for relief from 
her enormous reparation burden. 
France is expected to co-operate in re- 
examining Germany's ability to pay, 
and radical reductions are considered 
inevitable. 

The United States, which collects 
no reparations from Germany but 
does have vast war debts outstanding 
from Germany's allied creditors, - is 
ready in turn to do its share as a 
contribution to world stability. A re- 
opening of <he debt question is ex- 
pected to follow immediately on any 
change in reparations. 


In addition to finding a common 
course of procedure on this important 
question, the Hoover-Laval d%Scussions 
produced an agreement for Franco- 
American unity of action to protect 
fully their present monetary systems, 
based on the gold standard; to in- 
crease the stability Of international 
exchange; and to unlock for world re- 
covery every possible reservoir of froz- 
en assets. 

The conferences were almost strictly 
economic. They did take account of 
the disturbed political situation.of Eu- 
rope, as a factor of world depression, 
but they attempted no political solu- 
tions. There was no talk of Ameri- 
can guarantees for French security, 
and the disarmament discussions pro- 
duced no tangible comnritments., 


~~ “Ne Details in Statement: 


A joint statement issued by the 
president and the French premier to- 
night, just before the latter's depar- 
ture for home, predicted that the way 
had been paved for helpful action by 
the two governments. Because of the 
diplomatic difficulties of putting con- 
crete proposals into exact language, 
— announcement did not contain de- 
tails. 

At the same time the White House 
issued a specific denial that Mr. Hoo- 
ver had proposed to M. Laval a set- 
tlement of the question of the Polish 
corridor, a source of constant Euro- 
pean Irritation ever since it was creat- 
ed as a territorial concession across 
eastern Germany giving Poland an 
outlet to the sea. 

An authoritative outline of the 
whole discussions which became avail- 
able tonight shows that no political 
proposals whatever were made by the 
president or other American officials. 
The political phases of the picture 
were touched only as they became in- 
cidental to the economic phases. It 
was the French premier himself who 
made most of the political suggestions, 
not with the notion that the United 
States could do anything about them, 
but as a reminder of the difficulties 
he was encountering at home, 

The joint statement was given to 
newspapermen late in the afternoon, 
after a day of waiting while French 
and American officials came and went 
at the executive offices, and the proc- 
ess of agreement on the proper diplo- 
matic phrases went tediously forward. 

The president himself, Secretary 
Stimson, Undersecretary Mills, of the 
treasury, and all of the French dele- 
gation gave up most of their Sabbath 
in order to put the announcement into - 
a form mutually acceptable. Some- 
times it took 10 minutes to settle how 
a single word would look when writ- 
ten in English and when translated 
into French, for official texts had to 
be prepared in both languages. 

Finally, as the sun was setting, 
Mills emerged from the president's 
office mopping his brow. 

“The child is born,” he said. 

Shortly afterward Theodore Joslin, 
one of the president’s secretaries, dis- 
tributed the mimeographed copies to 
a weary huddle of correspondents 
while the president was seeking at last 
a quiet moment at home, and the 
French premier was gathering his per- 
sonal effects together to take the mid- 
night train for New York.

Pennsylvanian Favors 
Boost in Levy in the 
“Higher Brackets.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—(4)—Gov- 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsylva- 
nia, today urged an increase in the 
“higher brackets’ of the federal in- 
come tax as a means toward more 
equitable distribution of the cost of 
unemployment relief. 

“If the burden of unemployment re- 
lief is to fall where it rightly and just- 
ly should,” he told the Men’s Club of 
the First Congregational church in 
Flushing, ‘‘there is no way to escape 
an increase in the higher brackets of 
the federal income tax, an excess prof- 
its tax or similar enactments. 

“During the past winter burden of 
uhemployment relief was carried too 
largely by those who could least af- 
ford it. In striking contrast’ the 
great fortunes of America gave out 
of their superabundance to the com- 
mon need nothing in comparison with 
the sacrifice made by men and wom- 
en of little means.” 

He said there is more than one man 
in the United States whose personal 
wealth is so vast that if it could be 
devoted to unemployment relief 
would carry the national load.

Bishop Convinced. 
Bishop Vincent, founder of the chau- 
tauqua movement, was one of those 


i'who “knew” that reproduction of the 


_human voice was impossible, and that 


the phonograph was a fake. He de- 
manded a test. Edison covered the 
cylinder with fresh tinfoil, and the 
bishop recited, haphazard, a long list 
of obscure Biblical names. When the 
phonograph recited them right back to 
him, he was convinced, because he 
could not conceive that any hidden 
ventriloquist could remember them. 

European newspapers took up the 
clamor over the phonograph, and Edi- 
son permitted some of his associates 
to demonstrate models abroad. The 
inventor believed the chief use of the 
machine would be, for letter writing 
by dictation, without the aid of a 
stenographer, for phonographie books 
for the blind, for teaching elocution 
and for reproduction of music. The 
last use, however, he assumed to be 
only for exhibition in concert halls 
and on the stage: the notion of a 
phonograph in the home was too much 
for the 1878 mind. 

Edison experimented a little more 
with his machine. He _ substit ted 
wax-covered cylinders for tin foil. A 
company was formed to exploit the in- 
vention. Edison got $10,000 and 20 
per cent royalty. The machine, ex- 
hibited in Boston, netted $1,800 a 
week in royalties; in other cities of 
the United States and in Europe the 
demand was constant, and money 
poured in. 

Edison began to feel the effects of 
constant work. Besides, he had 
among his unmarketed inventions a 
“tasimeter” for measuring almost im- 
perceptible changes in temperature. 
There was to be an eclipse of the sun 
July 29, 1878, and he was invited to 
accompany a party of scientists to 
Rawlins, Wyo., to study it. It offered 
a chance to take a vacation and test 
the tasimeter, which he

Idea Overlooked. 


It seems amazing, looking backward, 
that Edison, the electrician, inventor 
of the carbon button for telephone 
transmitters—which really was noth- 
ing more nor less than the first micro- 
phone—did not see at once the possi- 
bility of combining the phonograph 
and the microphone. But he did not, 
and neither did anyone else. It re- 
quired the development of radio to 
lead, some 40 years later. to the first 
use of the microphone for finer re- 
cording and reproduction of phono- 
graph records. ) 

When he returned from Wyoming, 
Edison was ready to desert the phono- 
graph entirely. He experimented with 
an acid method for letter writing by 
the blind. He wound up several se- 
ries of experiments in the laboratory. 
He. who had not for 10 years worked 
without a definite object and goal, was 
puttering. Perhaps he missed the ex- 
citement that followed the phonograph, 
Perhaps he realized, duote. that he 
was ripe for another tremendous, 
world-shaking invention. 

“I wanted to take up something 
new,” he wrote later of this period. 
He had, just before the phonograph 
was invented, done a little work with 
electric lights, but his interest was 
not aroused. 

Edison and several scientist friends 
happened about this time to go to An- 
sonia, Conn., where experimentation 
with are lights was centered. Are 
lights already were in use for street 
lighting, but had no value except 
Where powerful light was _ required.

“I made up my mind,” wrote Edi- 
son, “that the problem of the sub- 
division of the electric current could 
be solved and made commercial.”

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Fifteen years ago I received quite 
a few letters from foolish parents who 
had a child, usually a daughter, who 
was “not strong” and wished to know 
what I thought about giving the frail 
child Father Shyster’s Food Tonic, 
or Dr. Fossil’s Old Reliable Remedy 
or the remedy that cured some far- 
off testimonial writer or even tuber- 
cle-buncombe. ‘Times change. Such 
inquiries rarely filter in these days. 
Sut in the past five years I have 
received too many inquiries about the 
lost health and weight of young wom- 
en who have reduced too well if not 
wisely. Whenever I touch on the 
subject of tuberculosis or its treat- 
ment I receive several letters from 
readers who are patients in a_hos- 
pital and who want to tell the history 
of their own missteps and of the 
carelessness, inefficiency or neglect 
shown by the doctor or doctors they 
first consulted. 

In a tabulation of the histories of 
8.300 tuberculosis cases Ehrenreich 
found that in a majority of cases the 
patients did not consult a doctor un- 
til they had been in poor health from 
three months to a year! In that pe- 
riod most ef them were content to 
experiment with something recom- 
mended by a kind druggist or some- 
thing suggested in an advertisement.

physician and the intelligence to ac- 
cept the doctor's opinion after they 
have asked for it and paid for it. If 
he says the trouble is tuberculosis ir 
his judgment, the patient is quite 
likely to listen to various friends, 
neighbors and soap box specialists 
who assure him it is no such thing. 

If the diagnosis of incipient or first 
stage tuberculosis is difficult, how 
much greater is the doctor’s problem 
in dealing with the pre-tuberculous 
state, the stage when there are no 
definite signs, not even significant 
symptoms, but just malaise, fatigue, 
“run down condition,” tired feeling, 
peevishness, capricious appetite, usu- 
ally distaste for fats, anemia, “ca- 
tarrh,” tendency to “catch cold” easily 
but no cough, perhaps just a desire 
to clear the throat mornings, some 
loss .of weight or failure to gain 
weight. At least a careful and com- 
plete health examination is in order 
for any young person answering the 
description. Parents of a daughter in 
the pre-tuberculous state would do 
well to place her under a regime like 
that which most certainly aids recov- 
ery from active tuberculosis. Such a 
regime may be followed in many san- 
itariums, health resorts or at home.

Hankey’s memory is the rightful in- 
heritance of every veteran who has 
been in the war's fiery furnace. He 
came through its terrible ordeal puz- 
zled, but purified. His simple creed is 
summed up in the single sentence : 
“One wants the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 
which explains everything.” I could 
wish you and your comrades nothing 
better than that spirit as it dwelt in 
Donald Hankey.

Catholic Laymen’s Association and a 
number of non-Catholics heard the 
senator's address, which was the fea- 
ture of the day's convention of the as- 
sociation, and which followed the cele- 
bration of a pontifical high mass. at 
the Sacred Heart church by the Rt.

One of these old fatriarchs is Rev. 
George Washington Brinsfield, who 
went as a young man from North 
Carolina to Arkansas. He was a lo- 
cal preacher, lived in Izard county cf 
that state and was highly regarded by 
his neighbors and his church all the 
days of his life. In those days Ar- 
kansas was filled with game, and this 
gentleman was quite a hunter. He 
said he had killed 3,000 deer. When 
he was 100 years old he rode a mule 
20 miles to attend a district confer- 
ence. He died in 1908 at the age 
of 108 years. He has at this time 
relatives in the North Georgia con- 
ference. 

Lived To Be 114. 


The other old preacher was Rev. 
Thomas H. Tennant, who went from 
Virginia, by way of Tennessee, where 
he tarried a brief time, to Arkansas 
when he was a young man. While in 
Tennessee he presumably joined the 
Tennessee conference. At any rate, 
he shows up in Arkansas in the year 
1818, and traveled a circuit embrac- 
ing both sides of the Arkansas river 
from its mouth to Fort Smith, where 
it enters the state, some 500 to 600 
miles as the river runs. In those days 
there were no bridges, few ferries, 
and few roads. But the job did not 
kill him, for he lived to be 114 years 
of age, and died in 1886 in Washing- 
ton county, highly respected by all 
that knew him. He also was a mighty 
hunter, a man of great strength, and 
had a voice that carried seven miles 
—in the hills, of course. Rey. Dr. 
W. T. McClure, one of the most hon- 
ored members of the Southwest Mis- 
souri conference, is a grandson of Fa- 
ther Tennant. He also has a son, 
about S86 years of age, Addison ‘Ten- 
nant, now living near Fayetteville, 
Arkansas.

Curtis Introduced. 

Immediately following President 
Hoover's address, introduction of Vice 
President Curtis was made by Bishop 
W. F. McDowell. 

Like President Hoover, Mr. Cur- 
tis emphasized the ideal of a warless 
world. He visualized the attainment 
of universal peace through a return 
by the nations to fundamental reli- 
gious concepts. 

He declared there is a desperate 
need and urge for the nations to get 
back humbly to the spirit of loving 
one’s neighbor as one’s self, and to 
create a sentiment of forbearance lead- 
ing to a fixed policy of arbitration 
of international differences. 

The vice president said: “I take 
it the only way the greatly-to-be-de- 
sired universal peace can be had is by 
man’s cultivating goodwill toward his 
fellow man, by refraining to exercise 
brute force with which to impose the 
will of one man, or of one nation, 
upon another, and by submitting dif- 
ferences of opinion to impartial tri- 
bunals for arbitration.” 

He declared the people generally ac- 
cepted the principle of arbitration,

He advised the conference to study 
false doctrines spread by those en- 
gaged in the anti-religious movement, 
and suggested that believers in the old- 
time religion join in a study of the 
best means of combating the evils 
around us. 

Disarmament Urged. 

“Tt would be wonderful,” said Mr. 
Curtis, “if the strong ‘nations of the 
world would agree upon a plan of 
disarmament which would reduce 
their armies and navies to the mini- 
mum strength needed for national de- 
fense. The keynote of promoting 
world peace is that each citizen of 
each country have due regard and re- 
spect for the rights of his fellows, for 
the laws and courts of his country and 
for its government and its constitu- 
tion. It is basically a matter of mor- 
als, of religion, and of the church.” 

Mr. Curtis said he had inspected 
the ecumenical conference program, 
and was glad to observe that the con- 
ference had devoted much time and 
study to the questions of peace, war, 
disarmament and universal brother- 
hood. He said, “I believe in the cool 
and deliberate judgment of you who 
are leaders of the Christian world. 
I know that when you have announced 
a decision it will be well received and 
have great effect in correcting pres- 
ent unsatisfactory conditions. It is 
to you and such as you that we look 
for guidance of the people back to the 
word of God, to His teachings, and 
to His precepts. You will be suc- 
cessful in your task. It cannot fail 
to come to pass. Help us to renew 
our faith that the sermon on the 
mount was not preached in vain.” 

During the session of the sixth de- 
cennial ecumenical conference practi- 
cally every phase of life, morals, 
church activities, current conditions, 
and future obligations was studied. 
The conference ordered that a state- 
ment setting forth the convictions of 
the Methodists of the world should 
be prepared and given to the world. 
Appointed to prepare the statement 
were Dr. Ivan Lee Holt. of St. Louis. 
representing the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South: Dr. Frederick C. 
Fiselen, of Evanston, representing 
the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
Dr. John Ford Reed. of London, rep- 
resenting the United Methodist 
Churches of England. Dr. Holt read 
the statement, which was approved 
by the conference body. Outstanding

toward emergency relief for the period 
of the present depression. 


By mutual and unspoken assent, it 
was understood likewise that every 
point of probable irritation between 
the two nations should be put momen- 
tarily into the background, and this 
understanding was preserved as the 
conversations proceeded, through in- 
terpretors, with great cordiality on 
both sides. 


It was conceded that a great part 
of the world economic unsettlement is 
traceable to present disturbed political 
conditions in, central and eastern Eu- 
rope. This was touched upon as a 
matter only remotely related to the 
United States, but directly touching 
France. 

Another cardinal point, immediately 
recognized, was that German relief 
was one of the things necessary for 
world rehabilitation. With this Pre 
mier Laval agreed fully, but he in- 
sisted that any reparation relief must 
be accomplished through the existing 
agency of the Young plan. The plan 
itself provides that whenever Germany 
finds the burden more than she can 
bear, she may apply for a readjust- 
ment. Automatically a commission 
will re-examine her resources. It is 
this provision which Germany now is 
expected to invoke, with French con- 
sent. 

The United States would be repre- 
sented only unofficially in such a re- 
examination, just as Americans par- 
ticipated as individuals and on a non- 
governmental basis in drafting the 
original Young plan. But after the 
reparations rearrangement is agreed 
upon, this government would be ready 
to receive suggestions for compensa- 
tory reductions from France, Great 
Britain and the other nations owing 
war debts here. 

No attempt was made to strike 
even a comparative figure for these 
reductions. Ability to pay always 
has been the measure applied to the 
war obligations, and officials think 
the determination of that ability is 
ma matter for experts. The expert 
commission to survey the German 
reparations situation would be ap- 
pointed by the Bank for International 
Settlements, Presumably another com- 
mission to inquire into the war debt 
situation would be set up by congress, 
following the precedent established 
when the debts were funded after the 
war. : 

How soon Germany may move to 
invoke the machinery of the Young 
plan is not known in Washington. 
The Hoover debt holiday expires next 
June. No one expects the German 
government to be able to resume pay- 
ments at that time, and it is assumed 
steps to amend the obligations will be 
taken well in advance of that date. 

Talk of extending the moratorium 
for one or two years is expected now 
to disappear. It was the readjust- 
ment plan, rather than an extension, 
President Hoover had in mind in his 
remarks at the recent special confer- 
ence of congressional leaders. 

The talks between Mr. Hoover and 
his French visitor also touched at 
length upon the marshalling of the 
public and private banking resources 
of the two nations. 

Recently officials here were puzzled 
by an attack on the value of the dol- 
Jar in the French press, and have 
looked with curiosity on the heavy 
withdrawals of French gold from New 
York. Both of these movements now 
are expected to stop.. Indeed, it is 
understood in Washington that the 
French gold withdrawals already have 
greatly diminished in recent days. 

Agree on Gold Standard. 

The two statesmen found them- 
selves in perfect accord that the gold 
standard should be upheld, not only 
by each nation individually but by 
unity of action fostered by a realiza- 
tion that each would be damaged 
should the other be forced to go off 
the gold basis. A special responsibil- 
ity is recognized in the fact that be- 
tween them the two countries now 
hold most of the gold supply of the 
world. 

President Hoover took the oppor- 
tunity during the conversations to em- 
phasize again his belief that arma- 
ments expenditures are hampering 
economic recovery. M. Laval replied 
with the oft-repeated French assertion 
that his nation could not disarm 
while she saw possibilities of trouble 
about her, and while she remained 
without a security pact guaranteeing 
military aid if she were attacked. 

The premier did not, however, sug- 
gest that the United States should be 
a party to such a pact, and the sub- 
ject was not pursued. . No commit- 
ment of that kind is contemplated by 
the United Etates. 

Following is the text of the state- 
ment: , 

“The traditional friendship between 
the United States and France, the 
absence of all controversy between 
our two governments, a record of 
many events in collaboration toward 
peace of the world, embracing among 
its recent phases of adoption of the 
Kellogg-Briand pact, render it pos- 
sible and opportune for the repre- 
sentatives of our governments to ex 
plore every aspect of the many prob 
lems in which we are mutually inter- 
ested. 

“Indeed the duty of statesmen is 
not to overlook any means of practical 
co-operation for the common _ good. 
This is particularly true at a time 
when the world looks for leadership 
in relief from a depression which 
reaches into countless homes in every 
land. Relations of mutual confidence 
between governments have the most 
important bearing upon speeding the 
recovery which we seek. We have en- 
gaged upon that mission with entire 
frankness. We have made real prog- 
ress,

Once upon a time a man said to his son: “I wanted to be able to 
give you what I haven’t had myself, a good education, but things have 
not gone well with me financially and you will have to go to work.” 

“Well,” said the boy, “I will work until I am able to save a lit- 
tle and then I will borrow the money to-go te school.” He did. He 
went to an old lady in his country community and laid his plans be- 
fore her. He explained that after many years he would be able to 
pay her, with interest, but that he would of necessity have. to finish 
his college career before he could reimburse her. She let him have two 
hundred dollars and he went to college. At the end of four yéars he 
secured a job for eight hundred dollars a year and began to pay off 
his note. By that time his sister was ready to go to college and he 
wasn’t willing for her to grow up without the advantages he had 
had. He then sought out a college for women and arranged to have 
her admitted, borrowing the money from the institution. When she 
came out of college she went to work and together they paid off that 
obligation. This boy didn’t even have the advantage of his father’s 
indorsement of his notes, but because he was so deeply in earnest 
he was able to convince the creditors that he was good for the 
amounts. 


Take the case of a Russian immigrant who came to this country without 
funds and without friends. He soon saw that this land of opportunity 
meant first of all an opportunity to get an education. He secured a job 
in the day time and read and studied at night until he fell asleep over his 
books. He frequented the public library, he borrowed books of his em- 
ployer, and after a few years he had prepared himself to enter college. He, 
' too, like the country boy, made arrangements with a well-to-do acquaint- 
ance to finance him through the university and now he is a distinguished 
professional man in his city.

The typical young person in America is able to get through col- 
lege without any effort other than that of packing his trunks, ac- 
cepting ehecks from his father, and riding the train to his institution. 
Such cases make it appear to those less fortunate that college is a 
luxury for the rich and the well-to-do, but it is no such thing. In 
these days there is close affiliation between the public schools and the 
state colleges and universities. There are scholarships and helps of 
many sorts for the high school student who is in earnest. Any church 
worthy of the name has some sort of arrangement by which its ambi- 
tious young people may secure loans by means of which to attend 
the church or denominational colleges. There are student loan funds, 
memorial scholarships which have been given in honor of the dead 
by relatives who know that the most suitable memorial is one that 
ministers to human need. There are all of these aids to the ambitious 
youth who cannot afford to go to school on his own funds. There are. 
too, state schools and colleges that make provision for such cases by 
providing domestic work for needy matriculates. Yes, there are plenty 
of ways and means if a young person will only realize the importance 
of trying to secure them. ' 


But you ask what does it get you. once you have an education? 
It gets you a lot out of life and it enables you to put back a lot into 
life. It gets you a good social position. It gets you a place of recog- 
nition in the organizations to which you belong. It may be the means 
of making you a power in the church and the state, and selfishly, it 
gets you more pleasure than the uneducated man can ever dream of 
possessing.

U. 5. ISSUES RALLY 
CHEERS BOND LIS} 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—(4)—The 
salient development in the bond mar- 
ket last week was the recovery in Lib- 
erty and United States treasury ob- 
ligations. 

A number of the more recent treas- 
ury issues reached their lowest lev- 
els since issuance on Monday, but 
they recovered thereafter and the 
whole group ended the week irregu- 
larly higher. 

As these issues are held extensively 
by interests desirous of keeping a sub- 
stantial part of their funds in liquid 
form, particularly banks, the upturn 
may indicate that banking conditions 
generally are improving. Whatever 
the complete story of the rebound may 
be, it seems safe to say that the re- 


action in government bond prices fol-/, 


lowing the successive increases in re- 
discount rates went too far in the 
opinion of a great many buyers. 

One of the fondest hopes of people 
interested in business recovery is that 
the action of the government group 
will prove the forerunner of a broad 
upturn in bonds, as that would re- 
store easier financial circumstances 
in many instances. Further, it would 
permit needed corporate financing, if 
the movement went far enough. It is 
still too early to say whether a gen- 
eral upturn in bonds has definitely 
begun. 

Foreign bonds moved ahead broad- 
ly, although trading was not partic- 
ularly active. This frocovery was 
ascribed largely to the Hoover-Laval 
conferences and the hope that they 
would precede some measure of in- 
ternational stabilization. The ad- 
vance was not confined to European 
issues. Latin-American loans bene- 
fited as much as others. 

Domestic corporate loans fluctuated 
narrowly from day to day as trad- 
ing decreased. Careful examination 
of the closing prices shows that as 
a whole these issues made a creeping 
advance. The average price of 
leading bonds, made up of equal num- 
bers of railroad, industrial and pub- 
lie utility issues, closed at 82.4, com- 
pared with 81.8 a week previously. 

From the domestic standpoint the 
outstanding news development was the 
decision of the interstate commerce 
commission on the petition for a 15 
per cent increase in freight rates. This 
event produced no pronounced effect 
on rail bonds, however. 

If the market in corporate issues 
furnished little reason for enthusiasm, 
the steady course of prices indicated 
at least that the pressure of liquida- 
tion was less depressing than recent- 
ly. This steadiness may prove to mean 
that conditions are returning to nor- 
maley.

COTTON MARKET 
CONTINUES STRONG 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 25.—(#)— 
Active trading and higher prices have 
featured the cotton market during the 
past week. Prices advanced close to 
the T-cent line and at the best of 
the week showed gains of about $2.50 
a bale or a little more. This gain 


was slightly reduced by week-end 
liquidation in advance of what is ex- 
pected to be a bearish ginning report 
due at the opening Monday, although 
it is believed that private estimates 
issued during the week have some- 
what exaggerated the total by plac- 
ing it above 9,000,000 bales, or 4,- 
000,000 bales for the last period. 

The main stimulating influence of 
the week was the indorsement by the 
bankers of the cotton-growing states 
of the movement to hold back 7,000,- 

bales or more of the present sup- 
ply and pledging financial  assist- 
ance. This increased the tendency 
on the part of the: producers to hold 
back cotton and created a good in- 
vestment demand for both spots and 
future contracts. The shrinkage 
offerings and the higher basis de- 
manded in the interior made it diffi- 
cult for shippers to fill their October 
commitments. 

Another regulating factor was the 
improvement in the stock market 
which was accepted by traders as in- 
dicating a steady improvement in 
general business. This stimulated the 
demand for contracts both from trad- 
ers and from speculators which per- 
mitted the ready absorption of such 
hedge selling as developed, which was 
lighter than usual at this period the 
season. 

Another stimulating influence was 
the unfavorable weather in the belt, 
which slowed up picking and ship- 
ments of the crop to market, thereby 
diminishing « ‘ll further offerings at 
interior centers and at the ports al- 
ready restricted by the holding move- 
ment. 

Another bullish factor was the ac- 
tive demand for cotton goods both at 
home and abroad.
